& RAYMOND—CRADDOCK 
ROADS — NO WORK 
LIKELY THIS YEAR 

Hon W. A. Fallow, Minister 
of Public Works in the Provinc 
ial Government, and N. II. Brad 
ley, district engineer, were Ray 
mond visitors Thursday morn¬ 
ing and met with representat¬ 
ives of the Sugar City Municipal 
Council, and the Boards of 
Trade of Raymond and Stirling 
over the much discussed link be¬ 
tween Raymond and The Sun¬ 
shine Trail. The entire party of 
three carloads made a drive over 
the circle so that the Minister 
could see the two routes. 

In a few minutes discussion 
in the Town Hall a new angle 
was injected into the entire pro 
blem when the Minister inform¬ 
ed the group that a suggestion 
of re-routing the Sunshine Trail 
prepatory to hard-surfacing, 
and that a new road from Cradd 
ock through Raymond and then 
north to Lethbridge may be 
built and hard surfaced , thus 
making the one trunk road from 
lA?thbridge to Welling serve the 
entire south of the province. 
Mileages and the geography of 
the country was l)eing studied 
with respect to this suggestion 
and while no definite announc¬ 
ement was made, the Minister 
made it quite plain that ;-i sur¬ 
facing the road the route Wi,uld 
be chosen that would give the 
greatest per dollar vah*t ; cost. 

This left the problem of a 
secondary highway rather in 
the air, and there wus not much 
to discuss. Both Mr. Fallow and 
Mr. Bradley apiociated the net 
of a good all-weather road from 
Stirling to Raymond, and bias 
much as the Government had 
no allotments made for any of 
this work in this yea* s piog- 
ram, the officials suggested hr.' 
the Municipality go on a» cl 
what improving they could on 
these two roads as there appeal¬ 
ed to be a great deal of traffic 
over these routes for such poor 
roads. 

The meeting thanked Mr. 
Fallow nd Mr. Bradley lor their 
tjme and the discussion was cut 
short because the Minister had 
to leave Calgary at I p.m for 
Edmonton.

Dear Sir:— 

At a meeting of the Board 
of Trade at Raymond on Wed¬ 
nesday, June Gth, the following 
resoltion was unanimously ad¬ 
opted : 

RESOLVED, that this body 
ask th e Provincial Government 
torefrain from passing any legis 
latirin which would increase tax 
at ion or make conditions r.uch 
that it would necessitate the 
closing of small branch banks 
iV this Province. 

Further, that the 7 p.c. 
Production Tax is discriminat¬ 
ing in its nature and should 
not be put into eirect. 

We appeal t.;> your Govern¬ 
ment to consider thc above 
resolution in its many ram-*\> 
atiufa s. This Board of Trade ap¬ 
preciate,, fully the services re¬ 
ndered by thc banks In this 
Province and foci that discri r dn 
atory action on thc part of the 
Gjvcrnmcnt which would make 
it impossible for thorn to oper¬ 
ate. v.:'A hc.e a very retaliating 
influence on the prosperity of 
th 0 communities in which they 
are located. Any tendency to re¬ 
duce the circulation of money 
in thc various districts cuts 
down the earning power of in¬ 
dividuals and all commercial 
activities. 

In connection with the 7 p.c. 
Production Tax. It is gmorally 
felt that this tax is unjust, 
and whi! e perhaps wa s intended 
to equalize t.ix burdens, in act¬ 
ual affect will throw a further 
burden on the producer who is 
already heavily taxed, and in 
effect w ill penalize and discour¬ 
age the efficient producer who 
is lending every effort to in¬ 
crease production by more en¬ 
ergetic and capable methods. 

We are sure that you are 
aware that it i s only production 
originating in the Province 
that will increase the wealth of 
its people. 

We sincerely ask you to 
give verv serious consideration 
to i hr above important factors 
which will have an outstand¬ 
ing effect in the welfare of the 
communities of this Province.

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WILL IT BE A BOOMERANG? 


Will the 2 per cent Securities 
Tax Act act as a boomerang to 
the people of Alberta? This is 
a question that will bear scrut¬ 
iny by every citizen of our 
Province. We linpe that we will 
not he misunderstood in our 
comments on this matter, and 
that none will, misjudge our 
earnestness in it. 

For some months past, be¬ 
cause of the difference of opin- 
i 1 s between ► the Provincial 
Government and the Banks and 
Mortgage companies there have 
been but very, very few loans 
under the Home Improvement 
Plan made in Southern Alberta, 
because the people who hod the 
money to loan were not will¬ 
ing to let it out in Alberta un¬ 
der such unsettled conditions. 
Now people are wondering what 
the effect will be under this 
new huge housing scheme loan 
that the Dominion Government 
is working on. 

According to the best infor¬ 
mation we can obtain so far, it 
ill be operated as was the 
Dome Impi n-ement Plan, i.e., 
the Dominion Government will 
guarantee a percentage of the 
! «*an but ihe actual finance for 
the scheme will come through 
Mortgage and Bond ( oniparier 
chartered hanks, Life Insurance 
companies and other similar in¬ 
stitutions. If this is the case, 
and the businesg is handled 
through the Chartered Banks 
ot the Province, then in cases 
where the furnishing companies 
have lost faith or are in doubt 
about the ultimate outcome of 
their security and collections, 
there will be very little if any 
loaning done and activity will 
>e correspondingly decreased. 

Measure the lienefit to hund¬ 
reds of home owners in Alberta 
it they were able to borrow one 
hundred to one thousand dollar 
to modernize their homes, or to 
add that extra room or sun 
Porch they have wanted so Ion- . 
Imaine what it would mean to 
business and labor in Alberta if 
eight or ten million dollars of 
this amount were to come to 
Alberta to permit of many of 
these cherished dreams being 
caried uot. IIow disappointing 
it is going to be to many thous¬ 
ands of Albertans if during tin 
gets under way across our broad 


coming summer the program 
Dominion, and we in Alberta 
arc left out because of a lack 
of confidence of investors in 
conditions in Alberta. 

After all, the fact that legis¬ 
lation is considered that makes 
collection oi loans impossible, 
and throws an added burden > f 
taxation on the people who have' 
past, is reason enough for inves- 
advanced the money in years 
ling companies and syndicates 
to look akew at such a province, 
and on top of this, the fact that 
there are thousands of Albert¬ 
ans with Al credit ratings, who 
find their hands tied as far a 
improvements are concerned h\ 
provincial legislation w h i c b 
makes their credit rati 
less. 

There is, without question a 
happy medium in this as in 
every other matter, beyond 
which man nor government 
should advance. Revenue ig ess¬ 
ential, but the taxation hurde:: 
should not be lop-sided, and in 
seeking to implement revenue 
from any source, some care 
should he taken not to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg.

Edmonton, June 13—It was 
< l' mot e political importance that 
t he members of the Alberta gov- 
» t urnout were back in Edmon¬ 
ton as this week opened, nomin 
ally at least performing the 
work for which they draw their 
cabinet salaries instead of cam 
paigning lor more power in an¬ 
other province. 

The overwhelming defeat 
which swept over them in Sas¬ 
katchewan last Wednesday left 
marks which were plainly vis¬ 
ible to political observers here. 

1 hat Saskatchewan trouncing 
meant that the Social Credit 
party machine lost heavily in 
prestige in Alberta. On top of 
’I-“ dreadful disillusionment 
which has come t () Premier Ab¬ 
erhart and his camp followers in 
the past year, through the com¬ 
plete failure of the “true blue” 
pledges, the last-shrinking mom 
hership j n the Social Credit 
league and the attempt to use 
the former Recall act, now com- 
•\s the Saskatchewan avalanche. 

The Social Credit party won 
just tw 0 seats out of the 50 for 
which voting took place last 
week, and there was danger 
that either of both of those two 
seats might prove, in the end, 
to have been won by other par¬ 
ties in the recount proceedings, 
i lie Social Credit majority in 
one was just 43 votes out of 
10,000; in the other, it was 16 
votes. That is less than 100

last year. So much for Abcr- 
hart’s prediction that his party 
would sweep Saskatchewan, and 
the even more glowing forecast 
of his apostles that Social Credit 
would sweep the country. 

It was hardly to be expected, 
of course, that Mr. Aberhart 
and the others would be at a 
loss for words. Aberhart himself 
could not be found for a full 
day after th e election, although 
it was know,, that plans bad 
been laid for a triumphal march, 
and bonfires on every hill, if 
Saskatchewan elected a Social 
Credit government. But when 
the Alberta premier came back 
to Edmonton, he had nothing to 
ray until many hours later, and 
then issued a statement talking 
about the “highly oiled mach- 
ii.e” of the opposition parties. 
They were not so “highly oiled” 
that the party leaders under- 
t< ok to select the candidates over 
the heads ol the constituents, 
it was commented here. And Mr. 
Aberhart said that had Saskat¬ 
chewan had the Alberta system 
of a transferable vote, “at least 
1°’ Soci al Credit candidates 
would have bee,, elected. That 
struck seasoned observers here 
as being humorous, for the 
premier could not possibly know 
how anyone would vote on sec- 
nd choiceg but it would seem 
sure that those who voted a- 
gainst Social Credit on the first 
vote would certainly vote for 
the other opposing party on the 
second, s 0 that at least one of 
the seat s which Social Credit 
is counted as winning would 
have been lost. Thb. two ridings 
chalked up to Social Credit had 
the smallest winning pluralities 
Jn the entire election— and 
lienee the probability of re¬ 
counts. 

Premier Aberhart also noted

'*raged from the meeting five 
men who wanted t 0 ask the 
premier questions and allegedly 
beat them and choked at least 
one. It was claimed at the time 
unit the gang had permission 
from the R.C.M.P. to “control” 
the meeting, but it later devel¬ 
oped that there was ro such 
authorization. The Saskatchcw 
aji attorney-general annouced 
at thk week-end that action 
WoU,£i .p taken against those 
responsible. Aberhait watched
